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Comprehensive special needs driver team training that is offered just-in-time and 
on-the-bus for your driver trainer and driver teams. Presented on a laptop by the 
trainer in the bus with a driver team this format presents student-specific 
information that cannot be discussed in group format with other adult learners 
who have no need to know. The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act 
prohibits training that identifies individual students assigned to driver teams to be 
discussed by any other driver team. The student remains anonymous in this 
training venue while the driver team becomes well-informed about the student 
with disabilities on the bus and their special handling requirements. 

NOTE: All topics below are student or route specific and are subject to 
the Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 1974 (FERPA). 
Specific student special handling cannot be discussed with drivers or 
attendants who do not transport that specific student. Only the driver 
team and substitute personnel have the NEED TO KNOW and are 
eligible for student specific training.)

Many (most?) inservice training handouts end up in the trash immediately after 
each large group inservice meeting. Why not avoid this problem to begin with? 
Provide newsletter access on your Transportation Department web page. 

2. Online PowerPoint Presentations . (The presentation is 60 Minutes Long for 
Driver Team Training. This format is for the Driver Trainer, the Driver and an 
Assistant (Attendant or Monitor) to go over the topic together at the computer 
with the Driver Trainer just in time and on the bus. 

3. Online Posttests with 8 items (multiple choice). Quickly done but not timed. 
Most test takers will complete the test in less than 10 minutes. No trick questions. 
No splitting hairs. Good, solid information that is useful on the bus with students 
with a variety of disabilities or special handling challenges for which the Driver 
Team must be fully prepared. 

4. Online Posttest Answers Made Immediately Available to each Adult Learner. 
Since the questions were derived directly from the Newsletter and/ or PowerPoint 
Presentation the answers from those two sources is provided on a page-by-page 
or line-by-line basis. No test question goes unanswered.
